Who that knew Tom Mi ki-iiy, so long in tho 
employ of the late Colonel W. W. Baldwin o( 
this county, but will appreciate this just tribute 
to his character, laid upon his bier by Colonel 
DisBA Brickiiirioob of TheLexington Herald : 

TOM MI RPHY— A GENTLEMAN I NAFRAID. 

In the canvaei o( ten yeara ago, when the political feel- 
ing was more bitter than it Mcme potiible to imagine 
now, we heard of a man who held a political position un* 
der the Democratic Adminiitration in Lexington; be sup- 
ported Colonel Breckinridob for Congreae and Palmkk 
and Bri KNER; he was outspoken in his support, and was 
finally told that if he wai not more careful in what lie 
said and where he said it he would loM hie poaition. His 
answer was that when he had to keep silent to hold any 
position he would resign it, and resign it be did imme- 
diately, though in those days it was difRcnlt for the nio.-<t 
industrious to make a living. hihI that man tinel a family 
dependent upon him and whom he loved with the pas- 
sionate love the Irish give their own. He did not knuw 
where he could turn to make a living;, l>ut lie ki»vc up tlu 
po^itiiMi which meant comlnrt forliim and bis rather tlmii 
surri'iuier the right to express his opinions when, wlierc 
and how he pleased. That man will be huried in tho 
Catholic Cemetery this morning, and no more gallant 
soldier nor truer gentleman was ever covered by the Blue- 
grass god. Tom Ml ici iiv was not a cultured nor even an 
educated man in tho learning of the schools. He entered 
the Army when a mere lad, and for four yeare rode with 
TiiM ii'i IKK, the eyes and ears o( the dashing Muklan. 
But in the real qualities of manhood he was as true a 
gentleman at any who rode in that immortal band. 
Brave, loyal, honest, truthful, gentle to the weak, ijoncr- 
ous to the poor, faithful to every duty, whether riding 
with t^i iRK's Scouts or filling a position in the city ad- 
ministration, or acting as Superintendent of the Hacc- 
tr.'iok, he was a man, his own master and unafraid. From 
the time we first knew him till the time he died we 
counted it an honor to have his friendship and welcomed 
the day we saw him. His action in \SW was an inspira- 
tion to us; it gave us a more vivid conception of the sort 
of stuff the old Confederates who fought through the War 
were made of; it made it easier at times to resL^t pressure 
to keep silent to recall Tom Mvrimiv's action. And it 
was good, too, to know then that not even political differ- 
ences could make those who appreciated manhood es- 
tranged. When ToM Mi KPHY resigned his place the 
County Judge secured him another position in no way 
connected with politics, in which he could make his liv- 
ing and l>e called to account for his opinions by no man. 
Today we lay the tribute nl our friendship and admira- 
tion on his iit&w. May the sod rest lightly on the gal> 
lant, loyal, merry Irish gentleman.

—not booaoM Ur. Littlefleld has (ailod prop* 
•fly to npreuDt the people of this Dtotrlot or 
even the workingmen H'th, but because ho has 
failed to comply with tbu dumands of Mr. Gom- 
pers, who claima to be a citiMD of Now fork 
and a residi-nt of WHHbington. 

"Mr. iJompprH h,i:< introduced a new clement 
intj American politics. H« doc.j not exercise 
the right of petition; be damanda that Cod- 
(reat aaact into laws hia will 

HB COMMANDS Yor. 

"Ho dooa not appaal to yon; he commands' 
yoQ. if yoa ara a mambor of tba PodoratioB, 

to go to the polla and Tote aa ba woold rota. 
He does not come bare to argoa; ba pabliabaa 

a decree in the name of labor tbat tba pnblic 
offlciala who rafoaod to obay bia oommand aball 
ba ratirad from pablio lifo. 

"On what meat does this new Cu'sar feed to 
BMke him diffarant from other political boeaee 
ia tkia dajr of tba daeadonoa of boaaiam? Ha 
is Pretldent of the Federation of Labor, an 
honorable organization, which baa aecompHabad 
macb for the wage-earner, and is capable of 
aecompliabiag macb mora when proparlj dt- 
racttd by thoaa who axareiaa tba foBotiona for 
which they were elected to office in the Union. 
I have no prejudice aguinst the Federation of 



■ laif ar share of tba profits of pro- 
dMttoB for tba waga<«arMra. 

"I do not, however, believe in proscription 
in politica. It ia foreign to oar inatitntions, 
foraigs to a goranaaM of tha paopi*. 

"I am oppoaed to Mr. Gonpara'a political 
methoda of blaokliatiag men who rota aa thair 
eonaelanca and Judgment and tha valftn of 
their constitaeota dictate. 

"It is reported that Ur. Gompera has made 
an acsessment on the members of the Federa- 
tion of Labor to aecore money for nae in this 
campaign. A mombar of tba Padaration may 
be a Repnbliean in favor of Rapnblican policies, 
bat he ia aaaeaaed to maka a campaign againat 
his own intereata as he aaaa thaa becansa Mr. 
Gompers ia opposed. 

MBVGR WILL SrCTEro. 
"Sveh flMtbnds in politics have never !<uc- 
ceeded in this country, and they never will. 
The old Koow-Nothing party triad this method 
of blacklisting all who were not native-born. 
It would have blacklisted Mr. Gompers and 
other Fe l.T.it lull leaders ».■» not i]uaiified to 
bold public otiice. But the life of tbat party 
waa abort. 

"Such efTort,^ will alw ays fail, because every 
man is here a co-sovereign as he exercisea hia 
inalienable rigbta to nnlta with bia fallowa, 
be they farmera or factory employes, railroad 
men, doctors or lawyers, and agree upon poli- 
cies which they believe to be for the lest in- 
terests of the whole people. I believe this 
affort to eonbine tba rota of organitad labor 
in politica wonld fail afen if a majority of the 
Federation of Labor adopted it. 

WILL NOT FOLU)\V HIM. 

"I am certain tbat it will fail as the order of i 
Hr. Gompers and the Ezecntire Committee of | 
the orciinization. The workinRmen, both I'nion 
and noD-L'nion of this country, will act with the | 
organization in what pertains to tha ptirposa of i 
the Union, and they will follow Ur. Gompers so 
long u he eieicisas tbefanctiona for which he | 
waa ehoaan aa Prasidaat of tha Padaration of 
Labor. ; 

"Bat thay will not follow btm in bia sslf> | 
assumed function of dictating how tbey shall j 
exercise their right of citizenship. Thay will | 
go to the polls, and, with the Australian ballot : 



Labor. 

"Uy sympatbisa are with it in all aflorta and | In their hand, thay will walk under their own 
stnigglaa to improro tha nalerial eondHioa ' bat brims, and not onder tbat of Mr. Gompors. 



GOMnM HAS GKIEVANCE. 

"Ur. Gompsrs baa a grieTanca againat yonr 
Bapraaaatativa, as ba baa against Praaidant 

Rooaavelt, myself and forty or fifty other men 
in public life. We refused to disregard our 
oaths of ofBca and anact lagialation which Ur. 
Gompera daaaada. 

"He is aggrieved baeaosa Congrsas aoapandad 
the eight-hour law in tba Panama Canal zone, 
as it spplied to alien labor, not American labor. 
He ia aggrieved becansa tba Prasident has an- 
tborkad tba employment 4f CMnaaa labor la 
digging tba Canal because AmarieaB labor can- 
not and will not go there. 

"He is aggrieved because Congress would not 
enact an anti-injnnetion law which he approved 
and daelarad ooBStltntional. Soma man, among 
them your Representative and myself, did not 
believe the proposed law to be either constitu- 
tional or fair to all the people. 

"It proposed to repeal the common law which 
ia oldar than onr Government, and whieb by 
legislation and the derision.^ of the Courtn, 
which under the con.^t itu' ion interpret the l.iws, 
have from the beginning; exercised the power 
to protect property from destruction and dam- 
age where the damage wonld be irreparable. 

"This proposed law lemanded by Ur. Gompera 
in aubatance prohibited the United States Courts 
from iasolBg injnaetiona in aay aaaa between 
employer and employe valaaa aaeasaary to pre 
vent irreparable isjory to property or to a prop- 
erty right of the party making the application, 
for which injury thara ia no adequate remedy 
at law, and in tba next santanee tha bill pro- 
vidaa that for the purpose of thi^ .n-t no rinht 
to carry on busme.ss of any particular kinil or 
at any particular place at all shall be construed, 
held, conaidered or treated aa property or as 
conatltnting a property right. 

"This means that what is property and a 
property right under ordinary interpretation of 
law shall not be considered property or a prop- 
arty right in a labor diapnta. It would be ona 
law for the man who aeak to destroy property 
in a strike and another law for those nho seek 
to destroy property under all other circum- 
stances; one law for the striker and another 
law for tha rest of the people. 

"Ur. Gompers has blacklisted us becauan 
Congress failed to pass that law. He has read 
ua out of civilization. But, speaking for my- 
self, I bad rather qoit pablio life now and at
